DEATH INSTANTANEOUS. 


Death was almost 
instantaneous, 


though the circumstances attending it 
have not, as yet, been ascei tamed, al- 
though the judge has telegraphed and 
written for all the facts of the case. 


All that has been learned regarding 


the tragedy, sa-ve the outline given In 
the foregoing, is that the Coioners 
jury returned a verdict o£ accidental 
death.

The sending of Vice-Admiral Birileff to 
Vladivostok it is now explained Is a na- 
tural precautionary measure for the pur- 
poHe of having an energetic commander 
at Vladivostok to replace Rojestvensky 
In the event that the latter is killed "or 
disabled during the coming sea fight, no 
doubt being entertained that if the fleets 
come together Admiral Togo's 
vessels 
will concentrate their fire on the Rus- 
sian flagship. 
Should Rojestvensky come out of the 
fight victorious and enjoying health it is 
considered a foregone conclusion that he 
will be rewarded by appointment to the 
supreme command.

WHAT BURNS SAYS. 


Councilman Bums—The reason why I 


introduced tne original resolution, asking 
the Board of Public Works to ascertain 
whether the Contra Costa Construction 
Company or the city of Oakland was 
building the sewer was to find out how 
the money of the city was being spent 
While the Mayor has seen fit to charac- 
terize the resolution as a fool one, I 
thought that I was only doing my duty 
This I know—when I went there the 
s«wer ran toward the Piedmont hills

has been correctly laid and that In no 
portion of It is there a fall 'toward the

"The introducer of this resolution was 


neither fully nor correctly Informed or 
he could not ha\e allowed certain erro- 
neous statements to remain therein. Yon ( 
all were, and are, aware however that | 
the sewer Is stlfl not accepted, because I 
the resolution Itself so states

"The full facts are as follows 
When 


flrrt laid the sewer was according to the 
stakes set by this office and had a true 
grade. No mistake whatsoever has been

however, the wooden bridge 


over Cerretery creek at Moss avenue set- 
tled, and this sewor being carried over

"Last Friday stakes were set by tins

stakes, and the gap was nearly closed 
before the discrepancy of two and one-

the sewer, his method being to dam the 
sewer at a man-hole fin It from a hy- 
drant by means of a hose, and then, 
after getting a large volume of water

TO BOILD BRIDGE 


The City Council last night directed

It was agreed by the rail- 
road companies two years ago that a 
bridge which -would serve as a 
con- 


necting link between Oakland and all 
the territory north along the railroad 
track would be constructed. For some

bridge will be the only means of reach- 
ing nmeryvUle save by San Pablo ave- 
nue and one or two other streets 


President Fitzgerald stated that he 


did not believe that the railroad com- 
panies were acting in good faith. This

Taylor, representing the Oakland and 
East Side Rail-way 
City Engineer Turner was instructed 


to forward plans to both railroid com- 
panies so that the work mlgiit begin 
at once. 


Tne Oakland Gas, Light and Heat Com- 


pany will not have its rates fixed by the 
Council for this year 
When the matter 


came before the Committee of the Whole 
last night It was unanimously voted that 
the city wished to have nothing to do 
with axing the prices for gas and eleo- 
cilcity <uid that it would be foolish to 
Intervene at the present time 
It was 
shown that the rates were as low as In 
San Francisco and that the people of this 
city had not been subjected to any 
unusual rates 
John A. Britton, president of the Oak- 
land Gas, Light and Heat Company, ap- 
peared before the Council to give his 
views as to why the Council should not 
assume the right to regulate the rates 
even though they had the right to 


BRITTON SPEAKS. 


"To show you," he said "that the rates 
now being chaiged by the company are 
just and equitable I will refer to a little 
history 
This company has 
been 
In 
existence thirty-eight years. I remember 
when the company was compelled to 
charge $7 a thousand cubic feet for 
gas 
At the present day the charge is {1 


per thousand for cooking gas and 81 25 
for illuminating gas 
These rates with 
one exception are as low as any city in 
tho State of California and is as low 
practically as any city in the United 
States. 


GAS FOR FUEL. 


"In this city 42 per cent of the gas 


sold is used for fuel purposes and 58 per 
cent is used for Illuminating purposes 
The average cost for gas per 1 000 cubic 
feet Is therefor about $114 
As com- 
pared to the Jl flat rate of San Fran- 
cisco this is reasonable 
Any one fa- 
miliar with gas will tell you that It 18 
more expensive to deliver gas over a 
large spread out territory than a thickly 
settled one That is the reason the rates 
are a trifle higher In this city than In 
San Francisco 


NEW COMPANY. 


"There is a new company operating to 
San Francisco which purposes to fur- 
nish gas at 75 cents per 1.000 cubic feet 
This is not a fair test 
The new com- 
pany only promises to distribute gas in 
a thickly populated and compact area. 
They can do this 
But It would not be a 
fair comparison at all to say that gas 
could be furnished as cheaply In Oak- 
land as the new company proposes to 
furnish a limited area in San Francisco 


RECALL FACTS. 


"While it may not be modest to recall 


to this Council several of the things tnat 
has been done for the cits yet I think 
that it will show that this company has 
always been disposed to act fairly ana 
squarely with the people and the city 
"When Mayor Snow was holding office, 


if you will remember, we lighted the city 
for sK months without cost to the city 
At another time owing to the financial 
stringency in which the elty found itselr 
we cat the bills in two 
"Every year without a request on the 
part of the people or on the part of the 
Council we ha\e taken sometning off the 
bill 
The gas rates have been steadily 


reduced " 


PENDLETON'S TALK. 


After Mr Britton had finished his re- 
marks. Councilman Pendleton spoke as 
follows on the matter of gas rates 
Undei the existing law it is optional 


with the City Council to establish rates 
that are charged for gas and for electric 
powei used for illuminating purposes for 
the city of Oakland 
It is therefore in- 


rumbent upon the Citv Council after ex- 
amination to determine whether the rates 
charged by the gas antl electric company 
are fair and equitable and if such rates 
are not fair and 
equitable, the 
City 
Council should exercise 
Its prerogative 
and determine the rates to be charged 


COST OF GAS. 


"In Oakland the consumers are paying 
J1.25 per thousand for illuminating gas 
and 11 00 per thousand for fuel gas—*2 
per cent of the amount of gas sold is 
used for fuel purposes and 58 par cent for

"Gas manufactured from crude oil the- 
oretically should have a greater degree of

"c The inspection by the Oakland Gas 
Company of all new pipes Is very rigid, 
as is exemplified by the fact that the 
number of deaths by asphyxiation due to 
defective plumbing is very much les 
portionately than in San Francisco 
In addition to the duty of affixing the 
rates the Council may also determine if 
the city Is getting the quantity and dual- 
ity of electric light and gas that it Is

Oakland is paying $7.25 per 
month at the present time for street elec-

Attorneys Report to the City Council 


on the Status of 


the Suits. 


City Attorney 
MeElroy 
and the 


special attorneys of the city In the 
water rate cases and the water front 
cases last eight made a report to the 
Council as to the condition of the va- 
rious suits 
, Attorney Davis, w. Lair Hill and H. 
A, Powell, special counsel In Qe water 
front case, reported that within the 
last few weeks three days had been set 
for the meeting- of the attorneys in the 
case and Judge Ogden, who tried the 
suit, but that It was impossible for all 
interested parties to meet to settle a 
bill of exceptions. 


The report stated that there was a 


chance for all of the attorneys and tha 
Court to get together on Wednesday 
and that It was their intention to set- 
tle the exceptions at that time and ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. 


Tie appeal is from the decision of 
Judge Ogden which awarded the Wa- 
ter Front Company about thirty street* 
opening along the estuary which were 
claimed by the city.

The report continues to state that 
the estuary on the Alameda side and' 
the Oakland basin are the property of 
the State and that there It no good 
reason why the State should not fix up 
the Oakland Harbor with wharves M 
has been done ID Sao Francisco.

to which title has been claimed. 


WATER RATES. 


Special Attorneys Fitzgerald and 
Davig and City Attorney McElroy re- 
ported to the City Council last night 
that the suit brought by the Contra 
Costa Water Company against the City 
of Oakland to have the ordinance fix- 
ing water rates for the year 1904 set 
aside, would probably come up for 
trial the first Monday In June, before 
Judge Gilbert, who Issued the tempo- 
rary injunction. The case la pending 
in the United States Circuit Court. 
The report states that all of the an- 
swers and amended answers of the city 
are in and that the exceptions made by 
tile attorneys of the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company are now before the Court 
proper. 
All of the exception* to the amend- 


ed answers were referred to the Matter 
in Chancery who has filed his report. 
The attorneys for the Contra' Costa 
have filed an exception to this report. 
The exceptions will be heard by Judge 
Gilbert.

for tie year commencing July 1st, 1900 
and ending June 30th, 1901. The city 
of Oakland and other defendant* filed 
answer to complaint of Contra Costa 
Water Comp.my on June 9th, 1800. 


"The 
trial of said action was begun 


on October Kith, 1900, in said Superior 
Court, before Hon. E C. Hart, presid- 
ing and said trial proceeded and wan 
concluded and submitted for decision 
on the 23d day of April, 1901.

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Is Our Government a Democracy ? 


The Calaveras Prospect accuses THE-TRIBUNE of building 


up a'man of straw in estimating the character and services of Alex- 
ander Hamilton. Then it goes on to assume that Jefferson's declara- 
tion that "all men are born equal" means that all men are born equal 
morally, physically and intellectually. If this is not a man of straw 
we are at a loss to designate it. Jefferson simply laid down the prop- 
osition that all men ar? born with equal right and opportunity under 
the law, and if this equality does not exist something is wrong m 
the political and social organization 
Our Calaveras contemporary 


confounds Jefferson's principles with his theories of government. We 
made it plain that we considered his theories of government faulty, 
but we still insist that this government rests today on the principles 
of Jefferson—principles which were reiterated by Abraham Lincoln 
in his Gettysburg address, when he said • "A government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people shall not perish from the earth." 
Hamilton did not believe in this kind of a government. 


Jefferson's theory of States Rights was forever destroyed by the 


Civil War, but it was nevertheless the theory that the makers of the 
Constitution held. Nathaniel Macon opposed the ratification of the 
Constitution on the express ground that it created an irrevocable 
union, but the great majority of his colleagues differed with him on 
that point, holding that the Union contemplated by the Constitutidn 
was a federation which could be dissolved at will by the States. 
As soon as the Constitution was ratified and the Union formed 
John Jay, Alexander Hamilton and Elbridge Gerry promulgated 
the doctrine that the Union was undissolvable and that the Constitu- 
tion vested all powers not specifically reserved by the States in the 
Federal government. To counteract this teaching of the Federalist 
leaders Jefferson, Madison and others of the democratic school secured 
the adoption of the amendments which embodied substantially the 
doctrines promulgated in the Virginia Resolutions of i?97- 


The Prospect is not alone in confounding Hamilton's advocacy 


of certain forms and^rneasures with his political principles and the 
theories of government he deemed best adapted to putting them into 
effect. 
He was opposed t"o democracy, and believed a limited 


monarchy the means of preventing tyranny on the one hand and the 
evils of universal suffrage on the,other. If he could not have a limited 
monarchy, he would do all he could to fetter the democratic system. 
He was invariably-opposed to popular government. 


Our neighbor implies that there is some doubt as to Hamilton's 


partiality for jthe British form of government. His own writings at- 
test the fact. 
He undoubtedly rendered the country a service of the 


first order in advocating the ratification of the Constitution, though 
we are not of the numbci who believe that ratification would have 
failed but for him. The conditions at that time imperatively demand- 
ed the creation of a stable government by the Colonies, and differ- 
ences as to forms could not prevail long against overwhelming public 
necessity. And it must be remembered that Hamilton was not then 
the commanding person he afterward became as Washington's Secre- 
tar-y of the Treasury and trusted adviser, which distinction he largely 
owed to the ability and address he displayed in debating the wisdom 
of ratifying the Constitution. 


As large a man as he was, the stature and influence of Hamilton 


have been magnified by laudations more generous than candid. It is 
not the true Hamilton that appears in Daniel Webster's apotheosis^ 
nor in the ascriptions of the many who have exalted him as a pretense 
for upholding class and special privilege and striking at real demo- 
cracy. As we said before, Jefferson did not always choose his appli- 
ances wisely, but there is no mistaking the fact that he wished to es- 
tablish on these shores the freest of democracies. Will anyone be 
so bold as to say he failed?

First it was 
announced that Secretary Morton^ would resign to become traffic 
manager of some railroad system, then it was stated that he was to 
be made president of a bank. This report gave way to another that 
he was to take the presidency of the Santa Fe. The latest news is that 
he will not resign under fire. It was given out that Secretary Metcalf 
was to succeed Morton as the head of the Navy Department. Next 
it was alleged that he was tired of official life in Washington and 
•would resign and return to California, and again he was reported as 
slated to succeed to the Naval portfolio. Now we learn that he is 
neither to resign nor to succeed Morton, but is to remain in the 
Cabinet as Secretary of Commerce and Labor. So endeth the first 
lesson. The correspondents have had a busy week with nothing 
doing. 


The Uses and Abuses of Friendship. 


Senator Beveridge, the Phaeton of American politics, has been 


dispensing advice to the young. He advises young men to make as 
many friends as possible and ro cultivate them diligently, as they can 
be made useful in many ways.

It is an artless idea that friendships can be cultivated as one 


would parsnips and that friends are made in the same way that coats 
or wooden legs are fashioned, but there is no doubting the thrifty 


t 
sentiment underl)ing the suggestion that friends can be made useful. 


\ 
But the young man who goes out into the world imbued with the 


idea that he can make and cultivate friends whom he can use for his 
profit or advantage on occasion is likely to be disappointed." He may 
impose on a few, but not many. In a sense he is trying to nttei 
counterfeit com. for the motives which govern his conduct forbid the 
idea of his forming sincere attachments. The man who selects his 
friends as he would apples from a peddler's basket is not the man to 
be bound by any friendly teehng for anyone. 
He will fawn upon 


those who may be of service to him and turn the cold shoulder to 
those who are so situated as not to be utilized as ladders or stepping 
stones. 


Perhaps Senator Beveridge did not mean to convey the idea he 


suggests, but if so he was exceedingly unfortunate in the way he as- 


. sociated the utilization of the idea of thrift with the formation o! 


friendships. 
No motives can enter into the making of friendships, 


and friends are not to be cultivated like cabbages. In a sense friend- 
ship is formed through association, but it comes by some subtle in- 
definable process, never by design. Out of a multitude of acquaint- 
anceships come a few friendships. 
Spiritual affinities form unions 


often inexplicable to even those who feel the bonds. These affinities 
exert a powerful, frequently over-mastering influence on social life, 
and produce the noblest examples of heroism and self denial in the 
annals of the human race. They are strong or weak, according to 
the characters of those who feel their impulse. The love of David 
and Jonathan in Holy Writ and the story of Damon and Pythias in 
legendary history are examples tovthe deathless devotion of true 
friendships. 


True friendship is a beautiful thing, and many friends constitute 


an inestimable possession. They are the jewels of the soul, the' pure 
gold of social intercourse. A man deserves his friends by being true 
to them: he makes friends (if he is worthy) by being true to himself. 


If he endeavors to make friends as a matter of-policy, he must resort 
to artifice, and hence becomes untrue to himself and false to the prin- 
ciple on which real friendship is grounded. If he would make true 
friends he must attract them by something "within himself, by quali- 
ties of heart and mind which appeal to others, not by any studied 
course of conduct or by any premeditated rule of demeanor. 


Sometimes men are deceived in those they have regarded as their 


friends, and when such cases occur it is menely a demonstration of the 
fact that base metal is often mistaken for the pure ore/. Advicevjo 
seek friendships by design is therefore an adjuration to al young man 
to mint his soul into base coin with which he may bunco his fellow 
men as he goes through life. He can never ring till he rids him- 
self of the selfish design governing his rule of life.

Strike of the brewery -workers in the 


North, comprising the: breweries of Se- 
attle,. Tacom'a, Oiympia, Bellingham 
Bay, Everett, Aberdeen/etc., is still on.- 
Both sides claim advantages. The lat- 
est reports indicate: that the Northern 
brewers have been endeavoring to in- 
volve the California agents of North-' 
ern beers, in this conflict, they having 
petitioned the national .headquarters o£ 
the union at Cincinnati to call -out the 
men employed in . all agencies in 
a 


sympathetic 
strike. 
This call has 


been 
.issued 
by 
the 
national 
organization, 
but . the 
San Fran- 


cisco 
;' local 
unions so 
far 
have 


refrained 
from 
acting- on 
.it. 
The 


local unions do not seem to be in sym- 
pathy with the Northern striklrs and 
have petitioned the national executive 
body to rescind their call, and the men 
employed in the various establishments 
which would be effected have voiced 
their sentiments "against being called 
out, stating that they have no griev- 
ances and do not want to go out in a 
sympathetic strike. The outcome 
will 
not be learned until word has been 
received from Cincinnati in reply to 
the protests of the local unions. In the 
meantime the Northern 
unions are 


working up an agitation in San Fran- 
cisco against Northern beer and have 
delegated one of their number— Peter 
Hanson — to make speeches at the var- 
ious unions in the endeavor to work up 
sympathy for their cause. To counter- 
act the work of Hanson the Brewers' 
Association has delegated Frank L,eary 
in San Francisco to represent them. 
Mr. Leary, in an interview, states: 
"Our association -has done everything 
in its power except surrender its bus- 
iness to its employees in the endeavor 
to avoid this conflict. Numerous* con- 
ferences were held with representatives 
of 
the employees and the situation 


thoroughly discussed. 
The employers 


offering the union men the same con- 
ditions as those existing in San Fran- 
cisco, and ^several other , propositions 
and the men were called out. 


The unions asked .the employer's to 
sign a contract calling for a raise of 
four dollars per week, and refused the 
employers the right of, selection from 
the union list of unemployed. This 
contract further provided that the em- 
ployer could, not discharge except by 
giving reasons and gaining permission 
from the union. Under these two lat- 
ter clauses the longest unemployed 
man was forced upon the employer, no 
matter if he was objectionable for any 
reason. 
These propositions the em- 


ployers did not propose to concede, and 
a walk-out was the result. The places 
of the union men have been filled; the 
plants are in full operation. , Latest 
advices from. Aberdeen are that ' the 
former engineers, yardmen .and drivers 
have returned to work as individuals. 


Tacoma reports several of its 
old 


men returning to work. The strikers 
have succeeded in getting a, carload of 
beer from Spokane, which they are dis- 
tributing among a few saloons in the 
union districts of Seattle, but arrange- 
ments have been made so that they will 
not get any more. This is their last 
spoke, and they realize it, and have 
come to us with the proposition to ac- 
cept the original offers made by us, 
but the day of settlement has passed. 
We have guaranteed these men now 
with us permanent employment, and 
no settlement will Be made except on 
the open shop basis. We will not dis- 
criminate against union men, but we 
sign no more contracts and employ 
who we see fit in the- future. 
These 


union men have* been making 'new de- 
mands every year. Think of it! . 121 
per week for brewery workmen and 
keg scrubbers, and 525 per week for 
drivers; then they are riot satisfied. 
What 
tradesman gets better w_ages? 


Consider that these are inexperienced 
men. 
We have filled the places of 


these strikers with men who have nevr 
er seen the inside of a' brewery, and 
in two days they learned the trick. 
We do not think that the men operat- 
ing in the plants of our agents in. Cali- 
fornia will be called out because this 
strike is not meeting with the indorse- 
ment of the conservative element. We 
are prepared, however, to. meet 
any 


emergency, and assure our patrons ev- 
erywhere that deliveries will be made 
promptly in any event.

WANTS FOUR YEAR COURSE 
City Superintendent of Schools McCIy- 
monds stated to the High School board 
that he thought some action should be 
taken toward making the manual training 
work of the Polytechnic. High School a 
full four year course. 
He stated that 
the plan was recommended by Principal 
Pond of the Oakland High and Principal 
Fisher of the Polytechnic High schools 
to allow the academic course in the 
Oakland High and the manual course ID 
the Polytechnic.

Upon the use of the basement of .the 
buildings for manual training the commit- 
tee stated that at least 4800 cubic feet 
of air per minute would be required and 
requested that arrangements be made for 
it. 
The committee was given power to 
call for bids on the installation of heating 
and ventilating • apparatus and the time 
for such bids was set June 17th. 
Plans and specifications for the $5000 
addition to the Clausen school were or- 
dered to be advertised for and also for 
the school at Thirty-ninth and Market 
streets.
